Stix and Fitzsimmons, his colleagues 
on the committee, following a public 
hearing on the location of the approach, 
Friday afternoon, 

Only one protest—that of Samuel 
Plant of the George P. Plant Milling 
Co.—was voiced at the hearing. Frank 
H. Gerhart spoke fer the bill in behalf 
of the United Free Bridge Committee 
several of whose members were pres- 
ent. The absence of Councilmen Stix 
and Fitzsimmons through a part of the 
hearing and an early adjournment pre- 
vented all the champions of the measure 
from speaking. 

Acting independently of the Council, 
the Board of Public Improvements has 
asked opponents and advocates of the 
plan to construct the approach of the 
bridge in, Chouteau avenue to express 
their views to the commissioners Tues- 
day morning.

First Reports Said Barcelona 
and Other Towns Were 
Destroyed. 








MADRID, Jan. 30.—All communica- 
tion with Southern Spain and with the 
City of Barcelona is uninterrupted and 
normal, and the reports emanating 
from England relative to a disastrous 
earthquake and tidal wave are untrue. 

There was a slight earth shock at 
Totana, in the Province of Murcia, but 


no serious damage was done. The walls 
of only a few hguses were cracked. 
Slight shocks were also felt in the 
neighborhood Village of Olias. 

At both Totana and Olias the inhab- 
itants fled panic-stricken to the sub- 
urbs, fearing that a disaster was upon 
them such as devastated Sicily and 
Southern Italy. The sun was hidden 
by a dense gray cloud, which, however, 
disappeared immediately, while a show- 
er of hailstones as large as wa)nuts 
covered the ground.

Believes Congress Should En- 
act Statute to Define Rights 
of States. 





NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—The undergrad- 
uates of the School of Commerce of New 
York University held their annual din- 
ner last night at the Hotel Astor. They 
had as their toastmaster Frank A. Van- 


derlip, president of the National City 
Bank, and among their speakers was 
Charlies H. Huttig, president of the 
Third National Bank of St. Louis, who 
made a plea for the trusts. He said: 


am a@firm believer in the economic 
trend of the times, that is, the inclina- 
tion of capital to concentrate and con- 
solidate. The tendencies of the last 
dozen years have been clearly away 
from a wasteful and déstructive com- 
petitive system that brought failure and 
ruin to a great many well-managed 
business concerns “Which had to go 
down in obedience to the harsh law of 
the survival of the fittest. 

“It is, in my opinion, a great mistake 
to hamper and restrict the spirit of en- 


| terprise that did so much to build up 


this country to its present pre-eminence. 
Our wonderful natural resources and 
our constantly increasing population call 
for a continuation of a Mberal govern- 
mental policy towards all honestly or- 
ganized and conducted enterprises. 

“To attempt to unduly limit or re- 
strict the profits of business can have 
no other effect than to corresponding- 
ly curtail and restrain business proj- 
ects. Investors are not going to take 
the hazard of building railroads acroas 
unoccupied prairies if the control of 
their investments and the management 
of their properties are not free from un- 
reasonable limitations as to their opera- 
tion and profits. 

Must Measure Control. 

“T cheerfully concede that the sov- 
creignty of the State should be fully 
recognized by all users of the public 
highways, but the measure of the con- 
trol will have to be figured out by wise 
and considerate lawmakers, on a basis 
of fair treatment of the stockholder, as 
well as the public. 

“The State assumes the right to legis- 
late in connection with such properties, 
notwithstanding the fact that the same 
powers are vested in Congress. It i- 
economically unsound and politically un- 
wise that such conflicting authority 
shonld exist and it would seem Con- 
gress would do wisely to define th:> 
scope of such control. 

The state has and should have ad- 
ministrative rights over railroads not 
leaving its boundaries, while in the case 
of interstate roads it would appear that 
exclusive Federal jurisdiction should ob- 
tain. 

“My own observations as to the state 
of the public mind in reference to cor, 
porations are limited to sections of the 
Mississippi Valley and the Southwest. 

General Public Is Hostile. 
“Among the well-balanced thinking 
men, I do not believe there is any prej- 
udice against the honestly managed cor- 
porations, be they industrial or rall- 
road. The public, in a general way, 
is hostile to actual monopolies and is 
not disposed to give them friendly 
sideration on any terms. 

“IT believe this attitude on their part 
illustrates an element of human na- 
ture that is common to all of us, and 
while the tendency. of the times is to 
look upon the big corporations with 
more favor, the monopolies will share 
but little in the changing sentiment. 
“There has been much criticism by 
the people against the corporations and 
the captains of industry have not hesi- 
tated to resent and decry this antago- 
nism. The facts are, the mutuality of 
interests: has been lost sight of and 
the interdependence of the capitalistic 
class with the so-called public must be 
given more prominence by those who 
assist. in forming public sentiment, 
“In conclusion, I wish to say that I 
have absolute confidence in the ultimate 
and final judgment of the people. Our 
own experiences in this country prove 
the average voter can be depended on in 
the long run to dirferentiate between 
sound policies and those of the 16 to 1 
variety, Government ownership of raii- 
roads, guarantee of deposits, etc. 
“Let us have an abiding faith in our 
own people and in that connection al- 
low me to suggest that much good as 
well 2s some harm has resulted from 
the adverse comment and _ criticism 
against the corporate interests, and to- 
day a higher plane of business ethics 
exists than at any time in eur com- 
mercial life. 

“It is now to be hoped that we may 
have a cessation of this agitation and 
that a new era of good will and Pam, 
operation be entered upon in the in- 
terest of greater material prosperity, as 
well as for a higher ethical and social 
development.”

They would need the vote 
of every member of the Legislature to make 
it successful, and, since unanimity is not pessib)s, 
why should they invite the ignominy of failure, 
as well as of villainy? : 

REFORMATION OF MR. ROOT. 

According to Elihu Root, now Senator-elect 
from New York, there is imminent danger of a 
governmental breakdown in this country. He 
fears that the National Government will collapse 
from overloading and that the state governments 
will collapse through lack of energy and sup- 
port. Evidently he would remove some of the 
burdens from the Federal Government and pro- 
mote greater activity on the part of the govern- 
ments of the states. 

In his Harrisburg speech two years ago Mr. 
Root took a different view of this matter. At 
that time, as Secretary of State in an adminis- 
tration which was making prodigious strides to- 
ward centralization almost daily he pointed out 
the tendencies of the times and justified them. 





‘The state governments had become inefficient, he 


said; the National Government had heen compelled 
to invade fields formerly reserved to them, and he 
gave notice that unless the states would be 
stripped of. the little authority they still retained 
they must assert themselves quickly. No more 
daring assertion of the rights and duties of con- 
solidated power was ever made by an American 
statesman. Partly an excuse and partly a de- 
fense of usurpation and personal government at 
Washington, this daring speech marked the cli- 
max of the Roosevelt policies. 

A Senator-elect of the United States, Mr. 
Root now views these conditions as dangerous to 
the liberty and prosperity of the people. He no 
longer defends them. He warns the country 
against them. Instead of threatening the states, 
he points the way to their rehabilitation. In- 
stead of justifying arbitrary government at Wash- 
ington he characterizes it as full of peril. Per- 
haps, in time, we shall have other confessions and 
reformations on the part of Mr. Roosevelt’s asso- 
ciates. . 





DUSE AND THE AMERICAN DRAMA, 

From certain quarters whence unfriendly criti- 
cism of the New Theater’s plans and manage- 
ment is almost a foregone conclusion comes now 
a comment of ridicule upon the engagement of 
Mme. Duse, the great Italian player, as one of the 
»istars of the New Theater’s first season. “Is this 
a fostering of the American drama?” is the ques- 
tion asked in effect. 

Why not? A _ further revelation of Duse’s 
genius, even in D’Annunzio’s decadent plays, 
cannot but be of benefit to American players and 
playwrights. Duse is a mistress of her art. 
D’Annuuizio is of value alike in the quality of his 
work which commands admiration and in the de- 
fects which compel condemnation. American 
playwrights may, with ‘advantage, aspire to his 
good and avoid his evil. It will be an excellent 
thing, if, in addition to giving us the best of 
American plays played by the best American play- 
ers, the New Theater also gives us the best of 
all that the foreign stage has to offer. 

The objection to Duse’s engagement is not sus- 
tained. Art is universal, and art in this country, 


‘as elsewhere, reaches its highest only through a 


wise profiting by thoughtful contemplation of 
universal art. 
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THE SIDE-SPLITTING JOKE ECLIPSED. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes’ wise refusal to be “as 
funny as he could” because of its possible calam- 
itous effect upon his readers seems additionally 
wise when emphasized by the recent case of the 
New York woman who dislocated her neck laugh- 
ing at the joke of a dinner guest. 

Remarkable as this mishap appears, however, 
from the purely anatomical point of view, its su- 
preme strangeness lies in the fact that it was 
caused by a “dinner joke.” The comic quality of 
such jokes must have vastly improved in New 
York if now necks are wrenched out of place by 
the resuitant appreciation of hearers. The aver- 

age “dinner joke” as enshrined in post-prandial 
sna ag eould never score such an achievement. 
It is backbreaking in heaviness, not neck-twisting 
in lightsome wit. 

And the joke itself, that provoked this disloca- 
tion of the neck of a woman, commonly supposed 
to have no sense of humor—that’s the real news 
item offthe whole-story. Let us have that joke.
